Tha first thlag la tralalag a horsa 
la to get hIa atteatkm. Tha soeond 
ia to make him understand what Is 
waniefi. The education of the horse 
is hasi'd on reward and punisl.inent. 
The reward a pat on the neck, etc., 
should Immediately follow the act 
of obedience. The punishment, to 
be aflaatlva. shoald Immadlataly fol- 
low the act of disohadlaaea. 

Few horses ara laharaatly tIcIous. 
Many horsea ara isada Ticious and 
unreliable by the carelessness or un- 
necessary brutality of their trainers. 
If a horae klcka because the harness 
burta him, or Bhlaa at aomathing of 
which ha la afMM, paalahaMat ia 
not Justlflahle. If. howarar, after 
being stopped, a horse starts before 
receiviuK the command to go, he 
should he panished. Horses are 
naturally obedient, and when thor- 
oughly trained thalr ooadaat la aal- 
formly good.

In the coniferous forests of the north 
the destruction of mectaantable tim- 
ber is frequent. In the pine or hard 
wood forests of the south, the chief 
damage is the repeated killing of 
young growth. This is severe,,, be- 
j cause tbo yoBBt growth bap a yery 
I great future value, and upon it de- 
pends the permanency of the lumber 
I Industry in the region."
